Thus, although the programs are billed 
as non-partisan and aimed primarily at big­ 
ger turnouts on election day s, there Is the 
suspicion in many rrutvds that the real intent 
is to outstrip the number of baliota ca.st for 
the Democratic party . 
In a sense, this Is probably true, for the 
bu.sinessmen who have laun^ied such pro­ 
ra m s frequently are seeking a way to coun­ 
teract the intense political activiü es of labor 
unions, which have been close to the Demo­ 
cratic party since the day * of Franklin D. 
Hooaevelt. 


RIFT IN ANOTHER sen.se. It I* unfair to 
pin the label of hy pocrite upon the companies. 
There is good reason to W ieve their pro­ 
ram * really are nonpartisan. 
In the fimt i^ace. the secret balloi doonis 
to failure any effort to force a party -line 
vote by threat of retaliation, which is. ulti­ 
mately , the only way such a vote csnrW 
he forced. 
In'the second place, the assumption that 
busin« !* management is unanimously Repub­ 
lican 1* invalid. When the Democrats take 
over an administrative branch of govern­

In the third place, and rrM>st important, 
the idea that either major party is c<mfined 
to a single, dearly -defined political philosophy 
is invalid. To resort to the most commonly 
used labels, thiM-e are conservative, liberal 
and middle-of-tbe-road Democrat* as well 
as conservative, liberal and middle-of-the- 
road Republicans 
This may be the central point on which 
the companies with political intere.st programs 
are concentrating. There is reason to believe 
that, as a result of the political activity of 
labw unions, more liberals are consistently 
going to the poll* than conservatives and 
m iddl e-of-the-r oader *, 


THE IDEA, then. Is to get more of the lat­ 
ter two groups to the polls, regardless of 
what party labels they may bear. It Is their 
thinking that counts, and the reflection of 
their thinking in the ballot* cast. 
Political parties traditionally are followers, 
not leader.s, of the popular trend. They tailor 
thehr expressed philosophies to what appears 
to be the prevailing opinion of the voters. 
What changes in party images or status 
miglit result from the increased voting ac­ 
tivity of the conservatives and rmddle-of- 
the-roaders probably does not matter much 
to the Iwsinesamen try ing to stir them up.

policy and kindred subject* of po­

Candidate Leaven No Doubt An To Feeling*

A rara spectacle in American pol­ 
itic* occurred in Washington Thurw 
day as a U S senator bluntly an| 
emphatically told the annual con­ 
vention of the

ciety of News­ 
paper Editor* 
that ha would 
not aflow t h e 
Roman Catho­ 
lic Church to 
influence b i rn 
lf. ha w a r e 
elected Presi- 
da n t of the 
United States DevM Lawrence 
Sea. John F. Kennedy of Massa­ 
chusetts, Democrat, mad* an im­ 
pressive and stirring plea for the 
squelching of the "religious issue" 
ta American campaigns. 
"I am net trying.” ha said, "to 
ba the first Catholic president, as 
some have written. I happen to be­ 
lieve I can serve my nation as 
president — and I also happen to 
have been born a Catholic Nor am 
I appealing, aa is too often claimed, 
to a so-called Catholic vote. 


SHN. KENNEDY criticised the 
press for giving so much space 
to the "religious issue" in con­ 
nection with the Wisconsin pri­ 
maries, and for failing to report 
comprehensively what be said on 
the farm question, disarmament, 
taxes, inflation, defense, foreign 
policy and kindred subjects of po­ 
litical debate. 
Ha complained that in West Vir­ 
ginia people who hadn’t (taught 
about tho "religious issue” now 
were reading extensive articles 
about It. Ha deplored the emphasis 
given the question, though he ab­ 
solved th# press of any Maine in 
creating th* issue. He said: 
"My religious affiliation is a fact 
—religious intolerance to a fact. 
And th# proper role et the press 
to to report rf! facta that are a 
matter af public interest. . . . 
"ta the religious issue . legiti­ 
mate issue in this campaign? There 
is only one legitimate question 
underlying att the rest: ‘Would you, 
os President at the United States, 
ba reap sal ive ta any way to ac- 
deetaotieal pressures or obliga­ 
tions of soy kind that might in 
any fashion influence or interfere 
with your conduct of that office in 
tho national interest?’ I have an­ 
swered that question many times. 
My aaaaur tine — and ta — ‘No.* 
"Once that question ta answered, 
there ta no legitimate issue cf my 
religion. But there are, I think, 
tafltimate questions af public pol­ 
icy — af concern to religious 
groups which no on* should feel 
bigoted about raising, and which I 
do not object to answering. But I 
do abject to boing tho only candi­ 
date required ta answer those ques­ 
tions. 


"FEDERAL ASSISTANCE to pa­ 
rochial schools, for example, to a 
vary legitimate issue actually be­ 
fore the Congress. I am apposed 
to it. I behove H is clearly uncon­ 
stitutional. I voted against it on 


the Senate floor this year, when 
offered by Sen 
Morse. But, in­ 
terestingly enough. I was the only 
announced candidate In the Senate 
who did so. Nevertheless I have 
not yet charged my opponents with 
taking orders from Rome 
"An ambassador to tho Vatican 
could conceivably become a real 
issue again. I am tmposed to it. 
and said so long ago. But even 
though it was last proposed by a 
Baptist president, I know of no 
other candidate who has bean even 
asked about this matter." 
The leat sentence was doubt­ 
less a slip Far in the same speech 
later an San. Kennedy Mid he 
didn't want to be known as a 
"Catholic candidate for president." 
He said: "I de not apeak for 
th# Catholic Church on issue* of 
public policy — and no one in that 
church meek* for mo/’ It would 
have been batter, therefore, if he 
had referred to Mr. Truman a* 
"a President who happened to he 
a Baptist.” 
On birth control. Sen. Kennedy 
was outopoken. Ha said that while 
the prospects of such a bitt com­ 
ing before any president were re 
mote, nevertheless ha woul d 
"neither veto aor sign such a bill 
on any basto except what I con 
littered to ba the public interest, 
without regard to my private re­ 
ligious views. I have saki the same 
about bitts dealing with censorship, 
divorce, our relations with Spain or 
any other subject.” 


THE MAMACHU8ETTA sena­ 
tor’s voice roee os he made this 
point about the effect of "the re­ 
ligious issue" in external affaire: 
"Are we going to admit to the 
world that a Jew cen be elected 
mayor of Dublin, a Protestant can 
be chosen foreign^ minister of 
France, a Moslem can serve in the 
Israeli Parliament — but a Cath­ 
olic cannot ba President of the 
United States? 
"Are we to tell Chancellor Aden­ 
auer, for example, that wa want 
him risking hie all on our front­ 
lines, hut that — if ha wart an 
American — we would never en­ 
trust him with our pr ardency — 
nor would we accept our distin­ 
guished guest, General De Gaulle? 
"Ara we to admit to the world 
—worse still, ara wa to afknit to 
ourselves — that one-third of our 
population to forever barred from 
the White House? 
"So, I am not knpraaaad by 
those pleas that I settle for toe 
vice presidency in order to a- ort 
a religious spectacle. Surely those 
who believe it dangerous to elect 
a Catholic as president will not 
want him to aarvo as vies presi­ 
dent, a heart-beat away from the 
office” 
When the speech was concluded, 
and the senator was given a round 
of applause, the presiding officer 
catted for question* from mem­ 
bers of'the society. There was 
an absolute s i l e n c e . Apparently 
Sen. Kennedy had answered, for 
the time b e i n g at least, every 
newsworthy question pertaining to 
"the religious issue."

THIS MAN’S words impressed 
him and he began to think about 
them.

As the 
moment came to mount and ride 
forward into combat, he felt his 
legs shaking like aspen leaves. 
Looking down at them, he said, 
"If you knew where I am taking 
you today, you wouldn't shako — 
you would 
collapse!"

he 
mounted his horse and rods into 
battle. 
Every human being, every child 
of God, is capable of such braw 
ery. When we objectify our fears 
it enables us to stand up and face 
than, and draw on the resources 
of strength with Which God < 
dows each of us when we have 
faith. 
"God is our refuge and strength, 
a very present help in trouble 
Therefore we will not fear....*’ Put 
your trust in God and look to 
Him for help. And you will gain 
the courage to stand up to your 
fears and, by standing up to them, 
conquer them.

Hancock County’s school system 
stands to receive a tentative allo­ 
cation in state aid of 1566.310 for 
the new fiscal year beginning July 
I. 
The tentative allocation by the 
West Virginia Board of School Fi­ 
nance is an increase of 144.025 
from last year. 
At the same time, the finance 
board in Charleston turned back 
to the county — effective May IO 
— state aid penalties totaling 920.- 
576 which had been assessed for 
the current year under a statute 
repealed by the 1960 Legislature. 
The state aid allocation may be 
subject to minor changes because 
of revision of figures for an up­ 
turn in attendance and school 
transportation figures which a r e 
basic factors in computation of the 
state’s foundation school program. 
However, in the past the tenta­ 
tive allocation for the county has 
nearly always stood with very min­ 
or changes. 
The state aid penalties w e r e 
wiped out by the legislature be­ 
cause the 1960 measure repealed 
a 1955 act which said counties had 
to have tax assessments up to 50 
per cent of appraised values as 
set by a tax commissioner’s sur­ 
vey. 
Otherwise, the counties w o u l d 
suffer corresponding losses in state 
aid. 
Broad, new responsibilities a r e 
put on assessors and county courts 
for taxes collected at the l o c a l 
level for schools because of the 
new ruling.

v e b y b o d y i n H a w a ii knows about the mynah birds and 
especially about the mynah birds at the Royal Hawaiian 
Hotel in Waikiki. The window of our room overlooks the 
automobile entrance to the hotel, and in tile center of this 
beautiful courtyard is a banyan tree that looks to be almost 
as big askile hotel itself. Its branches are inhabited by mynah 
birds, several hundred thousand of them, judging from the 
noise they make. 
For a day or two this is a major nuisance, and a majority 
of the travelers who check in at the Royal are soon bellowing 
at the management, demanding that something be done about 
those jabbering birds. It has been one of the hotel's problems 
for years. 
From newspaper files and from hotel employees, I have 
assembled the facts concerning the campaign against the 
mynah birds which ended in the defeat of Jack Fischbeck, 
then manager of the Royal Hawaiian. 
The main battleground was the big banyan in the entrance 
court. Mr. Fischbeck began by having a dozen hoses strung 
into the court and a dozen streams of water turned into the 
trees. The mynahs loved it, frolicking in the water and 
screaming their delight. 
Mr. Fischbeck then tried firecrackers, tying them to the 
lower limbs of the banyan and touching them off all at once; 
the mynahs behaved like children on the Fourth of July, and 


some witnesses said they jumped up and down to show their 
pleasure. So Mr. Fischbeck had his warriors turn Roman 
candles into the tree, and watched with satisfaction as the 
birds swarmed out of the foliage and flew across Kalakaua 
Avenue like a great black cloud. 
“Head for the hills, you dirty dogs!” cried Mr. Fischbeck, 
jubilant and triumphant on the entrance steps to the hotel. 
Within an hour every mynah was back in the tree, and Mr. 
Fischbeck was assembling more Roman candles when someone 
told him he might burn down both the tree and the hotel, so 
he decided to try other weapons. 
Maintenance men spent half a day tying dozens of strong 
ropes to the limbs of the banyan, each rope extending down 
to the ground. At periodic intervals, for several days, bellboys 
and otiler employees would troop into the court. Each man 
would take hold of a rope and pull down on it, putting his 
whole weight on it, bending the limbs toward the ground. 
Then Mr. Fischbeck, again standing on the steps, would cry, 
“Fire!” Each man would let go of his rope, all the limbs 
would spring upward, and mynah birds would be thrown all 
over the landscape. They simply loved it—they were like kids 
enjoying the rides at Coney Island. The limbs would spring 
upward, hurling them into the cerulean sky, and they'd all 
come back, chattering and giggling, and take their places for 
the next cry of “Fire!”

y t h is t im e Mr. Fischbeck was getting 
advice from hundreds of well-meaning 
people who wanted to help. One man said 
that mynahs were afraid of owls, espe­ 
cially white owls, and so a stuffed white 
owl was mounted in the tree. Nothing. 
Oriental snakes, made of colored paper, 
which wriggled in the breeze, were hung 
in the tree. The mynahs adopted them 
into their nation—made them honorary 
mynah birds. Then a kind of metallic .spin­ 
ner was used, but the birds piaid no heed 
to it. Sheets of glittering tinfoil were sus­ 
pended from the limbs, and the mynahs 
used them for swings. 
Mr. Fischbeck had to conduct his war 
with caution and tact, in such a manner 
that humane groups and individual bird 
lovers would not be aroused. One aroused 
bird lover can be more dangerous than a 
pride of lions. Some of them already were 
writing to the newspapers, demanding that 
these outrages be stopped. So Mr. Fisch­ 
beck had to turn his back on all sugges­ 
tions involving shotguns and flame throw­ 
ers and poisoned seed. 
Sob Krauss (a local news columnist), who 
had already put himself on record as being 
unfriendly toward the mynahs, found him­ 
self sympathizing with the plight of Mr. 
Fischbeck and wrote a column in which he 
tried to be helpful. He said that he did 
not believe the birds were ever going to 
leave. He said that their pr^ence was 
naturally annoying to guests and that the 
trouble lay in the shrillness of their voices. 
Mr. Krauss suggested that Mr. Fisch- 


beck should work out some method of 
teaching the mynahs to sing “Aloha Oe,” 
and this would be pleasing to the ears of 
the tourists, and wonderful publicity for 
the hotel. People would talk about it all 
over the world, the way they talk about 
“that place in Mexico where they got the 
swimming pool full of gardenias.*’ They 
would speak in Zanzibar and Quito and 
Katonah of “that hotel in Hawaii with a 
million birds that wake you up every 
morning singing ‘Aloha Oe.’” 
I am told that there is no paper tough 
enough anywhere in the world to contain 
the words uttered by Mr. Fischbeck in 
regard to «this Krauss propo.sal. 
About this time, a sound engineer came 
to the Royal’s manager and said he was 
certain he could rid the place of the 
mynahs. He said that he would set up 
electronic equipment which would produce 
high-frequency sound waves, and these 
sound waves would give every bird in the 
tree a raging headache, and they would 
all take the hint and leave. Mr. Fischbeck 
thought that at last he was getting some­ 
where, that finally he had come upon a 
scientific approach to the problem. 
So the man set up his equipment and 
turned it on. I know next to nothing about 
electronics, but I’m told that high-frequency 
sound waves can be very eccentric and 
produce strange and eerie effects. In this 
case they did. Gurats as well as hotel em­ 
ployees reported that weird and ghostly 
sounds were zipping around comers in the 
hotel, racing up and down the corridors, 
going wkeeeeee and whoooooo. There was, 
at the same time, an epidemic of toothache 
among the guests, and some of them re­ 
ported that the fillings in their teeth had 
taken to vibrating.

people who wanted to help. One man said 
that mynahs were afraid of owls, espe­ 
cially white owls, and so a stuffed white 
owl was mounted in the tree. Nothing. 
Oriental snakes, made (rf colored paper, 
which wriggled in the breeze, were hung 
in the tree. The mynahs adopted them 
into their nation—made them honorary 
mynah birds. Then a kind of metallic spin­ 
ner was used, but the birds paid no heed 
to it Sheets of glittering tinfoil were sus­ 
pended from the limbs, and the mynahs 
used them for swings. 
Mr. Fischbeck had to conduct his war 
with caution and tact, in such a manner 
that humane groups and individual bird 
lovers would not be aroused. One aroused 
bird lover can be more dangerous than a 
pride of lions. Some of them already were 
writing to the newspapers, demanding that 
these outrages be stopped. So Mr. Fisch­ 
beck had to turn his back on all sugges­ 
tions involving shotguns and flame throw­ 
ers and poisoned seed. 
Hob Krauss (a local news columnist), who 
had already put himself on record as being 
unfriendly toward the mynahs, found him­ 
self sympathizing with the plight of Mr.

He said that he did 
not believe the birds were ever going to 
leave. He said that their presence was 
naturally annoying to guests and that the 
trouble lay in the shrillness of their voices.

Sandra, 13, is under a similar pressure, one we often 
encounter in junior -high -school boys and girls. She is above 
average in intelligence. Her parents are proud of her ex­ 
cellent marks. She leads her class in all but one subject, 
math, which is very hard for her. This year she triumphed 
in that subject, too—by cheating. Integrity had become less * 
important than high grades because of her extreme desire 
“not to disappoint my family.” 
It is natural for us to want our children to do well in 
studies and in sports, but the pressure to excel is often a 
cruel burden. No child can be outstanding in every enter­ 
prise. Part of the job is to encourage each child to do his 
best. Equally important is giving a child credit for meet­ 
ing new challenges to the fullest of his ability. 
“I don’t know what to make of today’s teen-agers—I 
wasn't like that,” is a comment we hear frequently. 
This is true. We had the same emotions, but the demands 
on us were somewhat different Most of us grew up in one 
neighborhood in a stabilizing circle of bigger families and 
many relatives nearby. Today, many more families are on 
the move. Children do not get their roots down as firmly 
in the community as we did. After school, far more children 
are on their own as an increasing number of mothers take 
jobs. Let us not forget that today’s teen-agers were born , 
in the Atomic Age. They remember the consternation that 
followed announcement of the first sputnik. In many ways, 
more is expected of today’s youngsters than of earlier 
generations. 
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n d e r s t a n d in g these and other pressures that send so 
many betweeners to undesirable extremes does not 
mean that we can let all their difficult behavior go unno­ 
ticed. We are most successful, though, if we steer them past 
their troubles with care not to wound their touchy pride 
and sensitivity. 
“I'm sorry—but did you have to humiliate me in front 
of everybody and make me feel like a baby?” was the 
angry complaint I heard recently from a betweener who 
had been drawn up short in public. Parents sometimes feel' 
the need to correct a youngster without delay, but there 
is more than one way to do this. We are apt to win a pointr 
with much less pain if we make it in some way that allows 
the child to “save face” with us and others. 
And very often we have to stand by and let them learn 
from harsh experience instead of depending, on punishment 
or on oversolemn “reasoning.” Boys and girls who are left 
out of parties because of rough words, wisecracks, or un­ 
seemly manners usually crane around fast by themselves. 
Above all, we must keep in mind that the betweeners are 
in transition. We know that they are not going to stay in 
junior high school forever. Just as surely, they will gradu- * 
ate from the baffling growing pains that often make these 
important, wonderful years the hardest for them—and 
for us, their parents.
